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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

Tlie following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claim 1 recites "e) correcting for said one or more errors if said 
one or more errors includes misidentification of ultrasonic signal arrival time in at least 
one measurement for said ultrasonic signals". This feature in combination with the 
remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record. 

The independent claim 20 recites "electronics to calculate arrival times for said 
first ultrasonic signals and said second ultrasonic signals and to determine the presence 
of errors in said calculations of arrival times by comparing a set of diagnostics to a set of 
values to establish the presence of deviation by said set of diagnostics from said set of 
values, said electronics correcting for said errors if they exist.". This feature in 
combination with the remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record. 

U.S. Patents 6,226,598 to De Vanssay et al and 6,634.240 to Wallen employ 
calculations to identify arrival times in ultrasonic flow meters, but do not correct data 
taken in error.
